Cincinnati, O.; June 8.—In several arrests 
made in Columbus, Marion, and Dennison, 
O., today, local federal inepectors and de- 
tectives who worked with them in the case 
believe they have unearthed the biggest and 
best organized branch ef the Blackhand in 
this country, Marion, O., being probably the 
head of the organization. 

Chief Postoffice Inspector Charles Holmes 
of this city, who is in charge of the work re- 
sulting in “the arrests so far made, sgys evi- 
dence has been secured showing that the 
gang aperating from Marion and with lines 
reaching into a number of big cities of the 
countty has fleeced different persons in this 
afd other states out of thousands of dol- 
lars in the last few months by the application. 
of Blackhand methods. 

The arrests made today were those of Sam 
Lima and Joe Rizzo, ‘at Marion; Antonio 
Vicario and A. Marfis, at Dennison. 


Note Written on Paper Bag. 

Detectives Crim and Kuhfers have been 
quietly working with the postoffice inspectors 
in tracing down the suspected men. The 
last Black Hand letter turned over to the 
police was reeelved May 28 and was ad- 
dressed to the “ Fifteen Cent Lunchhouse, 
510 Elm Street, City.” 
(t was written on the back of a paper bag 
and the words were crudely formed in print. 
The proprietor of the lunch stand turned the 
letter over to the police. It read: 
“You have got to mucha money. If you 
don’t give us $500 in ten days, your life will 
be in danger, so beware. Black Hand. Put 
this money al! in $100 bills and address to 
Zz. M. Y., General Delivery, Cincinnati, O. 
Don’t you say anything to the police or you'll 
be sorry. BLACK HAND.” 


Send $1,900 Fund to Italy. 
Inspector Holmes says that the gang which. 
conducted its operations from Marion was 
composed of Italians and worked exclusively 
upon their countrymen. He has obtained 
evidence that as late as two weeks ago they 
sent from the Marion, O., postoffice money 
orders aggregating $1,900 to confederates in 
Italy. 

It was on Jan. 1 last that the Amicons found 
at the door of their home in Columbus, O., 
a box containing dynamite and fuses, and 
tacked on the outside a ‘*‘ Black Hand " note 
demanding $15,000 and threatening death if 
money payment was not made. The money 
was to be paid at the “ Black Hand ”’ rendez- 
vous in Pittsburg. 

Acting in harmony with the government 
officers, the Pittsburg police recently raided 
the “ Black Hand ”’ headquarters’there and 
made twenty-one arrests. 

The “Black Hand” gang recently or- 
dered Fred Cianciolo, a Cincinnati fruit 
dealer, to give up $10,000 on penalty of death 
for himself and family if he refused. 


Family Unhurt; Bar’ Wrecked. 
Cianciolo gave no thought to the letters, 
and a few nights later a dynamite bomb was 
exploded in the doorway of his home. No 
one was injured, but an adjoining saloon 
was wrecked. 

Joseph Annarino, also a loca! fruit dealer, 
was warned to give the Black Hand $10,000 
or his child would be kidnaped. 

The handwriting in the letter to John Ami- 
con, demanding $15,000, is identical with that 
in the letters received by Antonio Rizzo, also 
a fruit dealer of Cincinnati, who died sud- 
denly several weeks ago after refusing to 
obey the demand of a ** Black Hand ”’ letter 
to give up $1,000 or forfeit his life. He died 
soon after eating a banana given him by a 
stranger. 


Marion Jail Closely Guarded. 
Marion. O., June 8.—[Special.]—Several 
hundred Italians collected in the streets late 
tonight and authorities fear an attempt will 
be made to-release the men under arrest. 
The jail is ciosely guarded and the militia 
ready. for immediate action. Detectives cap- 
tured Joe Batella late tonight after an ex- 
citing chase. Later Sam Rizzo was also ar- 
rested. 

It has been disclosed that Sam Rizzo and 
Batella were Lima’s agents. They were at- 
tempting to leave town when captured. In- 
terpreters interviewed jhe prisoners, but 
they refused to make statemen‘s. 
Hundreds of Italians are employed here 
by the Erie railroad company, a large colony 
living in tents and shacks west of the city. 
The victims of the society have not only 
peen well-to-do Italian merchants in small 
cities but those employed on many or the 
railroads of the country are also said to have 
been made to pay heavy tribute. 


Mere Boy Forced to Join. 


Fairmont, W. Va., June 8.—With the coun- 
sel.table piled with knives, revolvers, and 
other paraphernalia of an alleged Black 
Hand society, nineteen Italians, arrested 
two\months ago in a raid, were placed on 
trial today before Judge Mason tn the Circuit 
court. 

Orazio Parabelli, 19 years old, whose in- 
itiation into the society caused the arrests, 
claims he was forced to join the organization 
under penalty of death and compelled to 
pay $25. : 

The boy identified nine of the nineteen 
prisoners as those who initiated him into the 
Black Hand organization, and said he knew 
the others as members of the society.

DR. SIMMONS IS DEFENDED 
AT MEDICAL CONVENTION. 


Members of Board of Trustees Say At- 
tacks on Chicagoan Were “Malicious

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URGE VETO OF BOOK BILL, 


Publishers’ Representatives in 
Appeal to Gov. Deneen. 


ETTELSON DEFENDS § ACT. 


| Consideration * of Chicago Revenue 
Measures As: ured.

Springfield, Il., June-8—[Special.}—School 
superintenaente and representatives of book 
publishing companies united today in asking 
Gov. Deneen to veto the Ettelson school 
book bill, which fixes maximum prices for the 
sale of text books in this state. 


a The superintendents argued that the act 


would result in giving the schools nothing 
but antiquated and worthless school books 
and the publishers said the provisions cf the 
measure were almost prohibitive. 

Senator Kttelson, who introduced the bill, 
appeared for the bill and said it was too vate 
for the publishers now to raise the objec- 
tions which they make to the measure. 

“They had plenty of opportunity when the 
bill was in the senate committee,’ he said, 
“and that was the time for them to present 
their arguments. Any reasonable demands 
which they might have made would have 
been considered. Nothing was heard from 
them then. They have waited until the bill 
is before the governor for his signature, and 
now they ask that it be vetoed because of 
certain of its provisions.” 


Bill Still with Attorney General. 

The governor’s answer to the arguments 
was that the measure still is in the hands of 
Attorney General Stead and that it cannot 
be given any consideration by him until the 
attorney general has made his report on it. 

The county superintendents’ association 
Was represented in protest againgt the Dill 
by C. U. Stone of Peoria, Charles A. Watts 
of Champnign, Charles Mcintosh of Piatt, 
Fred Doden of Woodford, and J. H. Utzel of 
City superintendents were 
represented by H. B. Wilson of Degatur, J. 
H. Miller of East St. Louis, L. H. Griffiths of 
Danville, W. W. Earnest of Champeign, and 
Cc. M. Bardwell of Aurora. 

The other side of the opposition was com- 
posed of representatives of various firms, in- 
cluding Scott, Forsman & Co., Ginn & Co., 
Macmillan’s, Rand, McNeliy & Co. and 
Charles Scribner's Sons. 

It was the publishers’ argument that not 
taking in account the prices established by 
the act, it practically prohibited the sale of 
satisfactory text books in Illinois by the pro- 
visions requiring the publishers to give cash 
bond in all the districts of the state, to enter 
into competitive bidding in each district, and 
to redeem the books in use in a district when 
successful in securing 4 contract. 


Governor Signs Measures. 

With this hearing out of the way the gov- 
ernor signed a number of bills, the most im- 
portant being the house bill amending the 
law in regard to misrepresentation of assets 
and liabilities—a bill introduced as the re- 
sult of the Booth failure. 

It provides a penalty for the person who, 
as officer or agent of a corporation, misrep- 
resents the assets of his firm and thereby 
obtains credit and defrauds any person of 
money. The old law provided a punishment 
—a fine of $2,000 or one year’s imprisonment 
in the jail or both—for the person who ob- 
tained credit for himself by misrepresenta- 
tion of assets or liabliities. The new act 
extends the provisions of the old law to reach 
the man who obtains credit for a firm or 
corporation. 

Among other bills signed by the governor 
were the following: 


Fixing the pay of court reporters at $8 a day. 

Increasing the amount which may be allowed 
for the burial of indigent soldiers to 850. 

Appropriating $16,000 for additional improve- 
ments at the Seventh regiment armory. 

Appropriating $5,000 per annum to procure doc- 
uments relating to the northwest and the state 
of Tilinois.

Physician’s Son Quoted as Scouting

Circumstances attending the death of Dr. 
John T. Binkley Sr., who was found shot in 
the Wellington hotel last Wednesday, were 
made to appear more puzzling last night by 
reports from Evansville, Ind., concerning 
the revolver which was found in the hotel 
after the tragedy. 

Detectives Scrivner and O’ Mara of Chicago 
made inquiries of the pawnbroking firm of 
Fisher & Raphael, 425 Main street, Evans- 
ville, and were told that a revolver exactly 
like the one found in the Wellington was 
sold by them in February to “an elderly 
man who looked a great deal like Dr. Bink- 
ley.’’ 

The pawnbrokers said they had not been 
acquainted with Dr. Binkley, but had seen 
his picture. They further stated that they 
had had the revolver in their store for more 
than two years and that it was of a sort sel- 
dom asked for. 


Account Denied by Bankers. 

Officials of the Old State National bank at 
Evansville contradicted the story that Mrs. 
Binkley had $500 or more on deposit there. 
They said Dr. Binkley carried no account at 
the bank. The detectives learned that Dr. 
Binkley’ did all his business with the City 
National bank and borrowed money there 
on different occasions. 

It was found that a letter in a blue en- 
velope, and in all probability the same letter 
an elevator boy at the Wellington saw the 
aged physician mail, was received by the 
Rev. H. 8. Morrison of Evansville and was 
postmarked at 4:30 o’clock On the afternoon 
of Dr. Binkley’s deat. 


Back for Inquest Tomorrow. 

The detectives are expected to reach Chi- 
cago today, preparatory to the inquest, 
which is to be held tomorrow at 370 Wabash 
avenue. 

Dr. John T. Binkley Jr., the son, was 
quoted as follows in Waukesha, Wis.: 

‘My father could never have bought this 
revolver in Eviinsville. It would be the last 
place in. the warld where he would buy such 
a weapon if he wished to commit suicide.”

DRAINAGE TEST. 


Engineering Committee Rec- 
Ammends Experimental Sta- 
. tion to Separate Solids. 


CANAL NEAR ITS. LIMIT. 


Board Prepares to Forestall Cri- 
sis \When Doubled Popula- 
tion Might Menace. 


The drainage canal is approaching the limit 
of its capacity to carry off the sewage of 
Chicago and the sanitary trustees are making 
preparations for an auxiliary disposal of 
waste matter by other means, The engineer- 
ing committee yesterday recommended the 


_ construction of an experimental station to

work out an adequate solution of the prob- 
lem. The board probably will spend about 
$15,000 in the first series of, experiments, 
which will deal with the separation of solids 
from lNquids by the process of sedimentation 
adopted in foreign countries. if this sep- 
aration can be accomplished on a large scale 
it is believed the drainage canal will do the 
rest éven when the city has doubled in popu- 
lation. 

On the basis of expert estimates, President 
R. R. McCormick stated that the drainage 
channel would reach the limit of its capacity 
to carry sewage adequately in 1922. When 
that time comes the city may be face to face 
with the grave problem of getting rid of 
its waste matter without endangering the 
health of possibly 3,000,000 persons. 

At the same time, the city would face other 
municipalities along’ the drainage channel, 
the Desplaines and IJlinois rivers, and finally 
St. Louls. 


- 
Grave Cause for Alarm. 

Sanitary trustees virtually admit there will 
be grave cause for alarm if the canal ceases 
to perform its function adequately, and they 
realize that the fight put up by St. Louls and 
other municipalities in the last five years 
would be inconsequential in comparison with 
their menace if they ever have a real com- 
plaint to make. 

The questien of authorizing the construc- 
tion of the experimental! station will come 
before the board of trustees today and un- 
doubtedly will receive unanimous approval. 

Investigation has been furthered by a 
corps of expertgin the sewage disposal de- 
partment, and Prof. Jordan, the University 
of Chicago bacteriologist, has been commis- 
sioned to continue the inquiry into foreign 
methods during a trip abroad this summer. 

The experimental.station will be in the 
Thirty-ninth street pumping works, where 
the flow of the south side intercepting sewer 
is regulated. A four inch pipe will be at- 
tached to the intercepting sewer at a point 
before it reaches its outlet in the Thirty- 
ninth street tunnel. 


Branch Into Test Station. 

By this means part of the sewage will be 
deflected into the experimental station. 
There it will be run through a series of tanks, 
where it will be subjected to the process of 
sedimentation under varying conditions. 

Experiments will follow with the various 
possible processes of disposing of the resi- 
due and with the purification of the sepa- 
rated liquids. It then will be possible for 
the bacteriologists to state how much dilu- 
tion of the liquids is required to eliminate 
disease bearing germs. It will be the liquid 
remaining after the separation of the solids 
that the drainage canal of the future will 
be called upon to carry away. 

It is probable that five years at least will 
be consumed in the tests of all the known 
methods, of ‘sewage disposal: Perhaps the 
sanitary district experts may invent a com- 
pletely new method to answer the needs of 
Chicago’s pecullar conditions. 

“The move to establish an experimental] 
station merely is a step toward preparation 
for a crisis that is bound to come,”’ said Pres- 
ident McCormick. 

“If anybody contends that such a crisis 
will not be reached he must assume that 
Chicago is not a growing city. But all ob- 
servers recognize that the present genera- 
tion will see the doubling, perhaps the treb- 
ling, of its present population of 2,000,000. 

“Without preparation the city might ex- 
perience a crisis of several years’ duration 
that would be menacing to its own health 
and health of other municipalities. 

“The sanitary officials purpose to be pre- 
pared for this crisis. If this policy is fol- 
lowed to its logical conclusion a sewage dis- 
posal plant will be in operation when the 
drainage canal reaches the limit of ita ca- 
pacity.”’ 

Canal Never to Be Obsolete. 

Mr. McCormick was asked if the canal 
would become obsolete as a means of sew- 
age removal. 

‘*‘No. never, in my opinion,” he replied, 
‘There merely is a limit to the amount of 
sewage it can carry and dilute adequately 
under present conditions. With the solid re- 
moved from the waste the canal easily can 
carry off and dilute the remainder. 

The engineering committeedhlso is study- 
ing a method of preventing Geposits of sand 
in Bubbly creek from the Thirty-ninth street 
tunnel. A system of breakwaters may be 
built to protect the intake.

Wife of Prof. J. W. Thompson 
Gets Decree for Cruelty.

HUSBAND SAILS FOR EUROPE. 


Daughter of Mrs. HM. Wilmarth Tells 
_ of Domestic Infelicity. 


——— 


, Mrs. Anna H. Wilmarth Thompson ob- 
tained a divorce yesterday from James West- 
fall Thompsoh, associate professor of Euro- 
pean history at the University of Chicago. 
Mrs. Thompson, her maid, and Prof. Thomp- 
son's brother testified before Judge Honoré 
to various acts of cruelty. . The court gave 
her the custody of her 10 year old boy and 
sole control of her property. 

The Thompsons were married in London in 
1807, when both were visiting there. Mrs. 
Thompson is a daughter of Mrs, H. M. Wil- 
marth, a wealthy widow who makes her 
home at the Congress hotel. Mrs; Wilmarth 
has made large financial contributions to the 
university, and her daughter Is a graduate 
of that institution. ( 

According to the testimony of Mrs. Thomp- 
son. who was represented in court by At- 
torney John M. Harlan, she lived with her 
husband for six years following their mar- 
riage. His cruelty to her, she said, began 
shortly after the birth of their child. 


Tells of Acts of Cruelty. 

She testified that the professor has an un- 
governable temper, and at times he choked 
her, pinched her, handled her violently, and 
threatened her without any reason what- 
ever. 

She declared that he became so violent just 
before she left him that she was constantly 
in fear. She left the professor in 1903, but, 
she said, notwithstanding her protests he 
continued to live in the house at 7747 Wash- 
ington avenue, which she owned, and she 
paid al] the expenses of keeping up the house- 
hold although she could not live there. 

Anna Christensen, a domestic, testified 
that she had seen Prof. Thompson abuse his 
wife on several occasions. Wayne Thomp- 
son, the professor's brother, said he had 
witnessed several scenes between husband 
and wife, and had seen marks left upon Mrs. 
Thompson's wrists by the violent handling 
of the professor. In granting the decree of 
divorce Judge Honoré provided that Prof. 
Thompson shal! have the right to see his son 
at intervals when arrangements have been 
made with Mrs. Thompson. 


Husband Makes No Defense. 

The professor, through his counsel, C. A. 
Burley, entered a denial of the charge of 
cruelty, but did not attempt to oppose his 
wife's testimony. He sailed from New York 
for Europe at the time the divorce was 
granted. He will not return to Chicago until 
late in the fall. 

Prof. Thompson is dean in the junior col- 
lege of philosophy. He is a member of the 
University, Literary, and Fortnightly clubs, 
and has written several! books. His latest 
work is entitled ‘*‘ Religious Wars in France.”’ 

Mrs. Thompson will live with her mother 
when Mrs. Wilmarth returns from Europe, 
where she has been making an extended stay. 
Mrs. Wilmarth has been a patron of many of 
the charities and educational projects of 
Chicago. She has taken an active part in 
Hull house work, and is a member of the 
Jane club. 


Alleges Attempt to Blackmail. 
Charles J. Dannenbaum, broker, resident 
of the Congress hotel, in an answer to his 
wife’s bill for divorce, denfes her charges of 
unfaithfulness, and names an attorney who, 
he asserts, planned to extort $15,000 from 


respondent in an earlier divorce suit by Mrs. 
Dannenbaum. 

Judge Barnes. before whom the first suit 
was tried last December, refused to grant a 
decree to her, or to Dannenbaum, who had 
filed a cross bill. Recently Mrs. Dannen- 
baum filed another bill, alleging deseftion 
and infidelity. 

In his answer Dannenbaum says his wife 
was a shop girl when he married her, and 
that she is a shop gir! still, and, “ although 
her first husband lived with her eleven 
months, then took to the woods, this de- 
fendant lived with her fourteen years and 
submitted to her abuse rather than have 
a scandal! in his family.” 

He says she is employed in a State street 
store at $20 a week, and has been since in 
May, 1908; that she lives at the Vincennes 
hotel, paying $10 a week for board; and that 
her allegations that she is without support 
or means of livelihood are unfounded. He 
asks the dismissal! of her bill. ‘

Union Electrical Workers in the 
Press Club’s New Building # 
-Are Called Out. 


There have been no sympathetic strikes 
‘‘ for revenue only ’ such as “ Skinny " Mad- 
den and his coterie of “ business agents ™ en- 
gineered since the alleged attempt by the 
gang to hold up the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern railroad company by a strike of laborers 
on the new Northwestern depot. 

This was the substance of reports made 
yesterday by building contractors and mem- 
bers of the contractors’ “ secret commutee ” 
at a meeting held at the Tavern restaurant. 
Following the exposé of ‘‘ Skinny "’ Madden 
and his extortion methods, which was the 
direct outgrowth of the Northwestern depot 
strike, and the subsequent conviction of 
Madden, M. J. Boyle, and Fred A. Pouchot, 
the contractors reported, Chicago and the 
building industry have been free from “* hold- 
up”’ strikes. 

Prior to the Madden exposé from ofe to a 
dozen ‘‘sympathetic ’’ strikes were recorded 
every week or two in the building industry, 
and they nearly always were traced to 
‘* Skinny ’’ Madden and his gang. 


Oak Park Cab Drivers Strike. 

Union cab drivers in Oak Park went on 
strike during the day because G. H. Nelson, 
a driver employed by A. A. Knapp, a livery- 
man at 441 North boulevard, was discharged 
for refusing to beat carpets and clean house 
for his employer’s wife. When Nelson was 
discharged nine other drivers employed in 
Knapp’s barn walked out in sympathy and 
later Business Agent Larry Lynch called out 
all union drivers employed in the suburb. 

Sixty slate and tile roofers went out on 
strike in an effort to enforce a demand for a 
raise in wages. The strikers ask for a two 
years’ agreement at 60 cents an hour for the 
first year and 62% cents an hour the second 
year. The present scale is 56% cents an Rour. 
The employers offered to pay the present 
scale the first year and 60 cents an hour the 
second year.

Damage Will Be Widedpread.— 
This proposed increase on cotton stock- 
ings is a good deal more serious than most 


of the people imagine. 
grades of lower priced stockings which are 
imported freely into the United States, the 
foreign competition preventing the Amer- 
ican manufacturer from raising his prices. 
This foreign competition, however, is not 
sufficient by any manner of means to pre- 
vent the manufacture in this country under 
the present law, and the great bulk of our 
cheap stockings are made here. 

The rates of duty already are high, and at 
the present time are far in excess of the 
basis of protection fixed by President Taft, 
which is the difference in the cost of produc- 
tion at home and abroad. The tariff at the 
present time is sufficient to protect every 
American manufacturer, and no one knows 
this better than Mr. Payne himself. The 
increase in the duty will not increase the 
wages, because there is at the present time 
an abundant supply of labor. 

The retention of the Dingley rate will not 
decrease wages of itself, because the hosiery 
manufacturers are prospering today, and will 
continue to prosper, because the present 
tariff is so large that there can be importa- 
tions only when the domestic price gets to 
be a little higher than the sum of the duty 
and the foreign price. 

The American manufacturer simply wants 
to raise his prices without the fear of foreign 
competition. The only gainer would be the 
manufacturer, and the only loser would be 
the consumer, who, however, does not ex- 
ist, according to Mr. Aldrich, Mr. Lodge, and 
the others, although, if that is so, it stillisa 
mystery where the retail stores get the 
money to pay their rent. 


Present Duties on Stockings. 

At present the law fixes a duty of 50 cents 
a dozen and 15 per cent ad valorem in addi- 
tion on all stockings for men and women, 
whether knit by machines or by hand, when 
they are valued in the foreign wholesale 
market at not more than $1 per dozen pairs. 
This enormous duty is assessed on stockings 
which heretofore cost at wholesale abroad 
8% cents at the outside. 

During the fiscal year ending June 30, 1906, 
the importations of these stockings were 
valued at $2,342,844. The average value by 
dozen was a trifle less than 94 cents. On this 
basis the ad valorem equivalent to this com- 
pound duty was something less than 69 cents. 
Under the Payne bill it was proposed to in- 
crease this rate to 70 cents per dozen with 
15 per cent additional. This made the new 
proposed rate over 89 per cent. 

In other words, the duty was raised 20 per 
cent and more, so that if the same rate of 
importation kept up, and it will keep up if 
the American manufacturers raise their 
prices, it means a loss to the consumer on 
imported articles alone of over half a million 
dollars and on domestic articles of the same 
grade no one knows how much. 


Poorest Grade Taxed Most. 


Stockings valued at from $1 to $1.50 per 
dozen now pay 60 cents per dozen and 15 per 
cent, which the house raised to 85 cents per 
dozen and 15 per cent, an increase in ad; 
valorem equivalent from 58 to 76 per cent or 
a net increase of 18 per cent: 

On the third grade of stockings and half 
hose valued abroad at between $1.50 and $2a 
dozen, the increase was from 4 trifle over 51 
per cent up to nearly 67 per cent, or ,to be 
more exact, an increase of about 15% per 
cent. Stockings valued at between $2 and $3 
were raised about 11 per cent. 

It will be observed by every one who reads 
these figures that the biggest increase of 
over 20 per cent in the ad valorem rates was 
made on the lowest grade of stockings, worn 
by the poorest people. To accentuate the 
fantastic folly of the ways and means com- 
mitteé of the house and to point out the

per cent. 

Committee Makeup Hurts People. 
It is this discrimination against the poor 
man as compared with his richer neighbor 
which furnishes the political dynamite in 
the tariff bill against which the western 
senators have vainly warned the controlling 
element in, the country.

Good Humored Debate Suc-| ne 
ceeds Heat of Talk as to 
the Cotton Rates. 


DOLLIVER ASKS FOR CUT. 


4 
Smoot and Warren Defend the 
Schedules as Fixed by the 
Committee. 


Washington, D. C., June 8—There was 
much good humor and many pleasantries in- 
jected into the debate on the woolen tariff 
schedule in the senate today, Mr. Dolliver 
being the central figure. He offered several 
amendments, and announced his intention 
of presenting a number of others, appealing 
to the Republican members to vote with him 
because he said these amendments would 
justify the attitude of the Republican party 
in advocating a protective tariff. 

Mr. Smoot, assisted by Mr. Warren, whois 
considered an expert on the woolen industry, 
defended the finance committee’s recom- 
mendations. The various amendments pro- 
posed to the house bill by the finance com- 
mittee are intended to restore the Dingley 
provisions of the woolen schedule, which, in 
some instances, provide higher duties than 
the Payne bill. 

One of the interesting features of the day 
was a lecture on the woolen industry by Mr. 
Carter. He explained each stepin the manu- 
facture of woolen goods, and familiarized 
the senators with the uses of shoddy, waste, 
noils, tops, and the various other grades. 

Mr. Dolliver proposed an amendment which 
would assess the duties on woolens on an ad 
valorem basis, according to the shrinkage 
of the wool. He became involved in an ar- 
gument with Mr. Smoot as to the feasibility 
of such an arrangement of the woolen duties, 
the latter contending that it would be im- 
possible to collect the duties on that basis 
because the American manufacturers want 
their wool in the grease, and hardly any two 
of them use the same methods of scouring 
the wool. 


Warren Uses Suit as Proof. 

Much amusement was afforded when Mr. 
Dolliver and Mr. Warren became involved 
in a colloquy, during which they stood with- 
in a few feet of each other, and each en- 
deavored to convince the other of the sound-,. 
ness of his opinion regarding the advisa- 
bility of assessing the woolen duty on the 
value of the woolin the cloth. Mr. Dolliver 
said he would propose amendments which 
would carry out this proposition, but Mr. 
Warren, in order to illustrate the small pro- 
portion of the entire cost of a woolen gar- 
ment.which is dutiable, asked Mr. Dolliver 
to examine the sult which he was wearing. 

Mr. Dolliver said it appeared to himto bea 
good suit, whereupon Mr. Warren explained 
that the cloth in the sult cost only $4, while 
the making and the trimmings cost $42, 
showing that the duty on the $4 worth of 
cloth was trifling compared with the entire 
cost of the suit. 

Senator Dolliver was the first speaker. 
Taking up the first amendment proposed by 
the committee on finance he opposed the in- 
crease over the house rates, which proposed 
a return to the Dingley rates on top waste, 
roving waste, etc., or an increase of from 20 
to 30 cents per pound. 


Warren Denies Being Shepherd. 

Senator Warren explained the propriety of 
maintaining the Dingley duties. Referring 
to the fact that the Wyoming senator gen- 
erally is reputed to be the owner of a great 
many sheep, Senator Dolliver replied that He 
was “ the greatestshepherd since Abraham.’’ 
Warren disavowed personal ownersiip of a 
single sheep, cow, or horse, except a horse he 
keeps for his personal use. 

Senators Warren and Smoot maintained 
that the admission of top waste and kindred 
woolssupplanted just that amount of .mer- 
ican wool. Mr. Warren insisted that rags and 
shoddy would come into the United States 
under the lower duty advocated by the sena- 
tor from Iowa. 

“So long,”’ responded Mr. Dolliver, “as 
many peopleare obliged to go without woolen 
clothing in cold weather it is better to have 
the old and short wool obtained from such 
rags to make their clothing than to have no 
woolen clothing at all.” 

Meeting the statement of Mr. Dolliver con- 
cerning the closing down of woolen mills be- 
cause of the high duty on these forms of 
wool consumed by them, Mr. Smoot declared 
that, as a former manufacturer of woolen 
goods, he knew the industry had expired be- 
cause of a change of fashion from woolen 
clothing. 


Carter Gives Object Lesson. 

Senator Carter then began his explanation 
of various forms of wool in the process of 
manufacture. A large chest provided ample 
samples. Many of the senators gathered 
about the samples, and designations such as 
“top waste,” ‘“‘slubbing, waste,’’ “ noils,’’ 
etc., became well known terms when the 
senator from Montana had concluded. 

Mr. Dolliver suggested the grading of duties 
on wool according to its shrinkage. Saying 
this plan would’ be better than the present 
system, Senator Carter objected to it because 
such amendments would open the entire woo! 
schedule to consideration in conference. Mr. 
Smoot declared that Mr. Dolliver’s amend- 
ment was impossible, contending that the 
manufacturers want their woo! in the grease 
and that no two manufacturers scour their 
wool by the same process. 

Mr. Nelson argued that the ad valorem 
equivalent in the woolen schedule was higher 
than that of any other schedule. Heclaime

Dolliver “Prepares for Fight.” 

Declaring that he would ask the senator 
from Wyoming to join him in voting for a 
provision that no duty in the pending bill 
shotld be over 100 per cent; Senator Dolliver 
said he wanted to “ make ready for the fight 
that is coming against the pepehaap party 
and our tariff system.”’ 

Senator Smoot, interposing, said that while 
such a provision might appear reasonable it 
had happened in the wool industry that the 
raw prodact had dropped to 5 and 6 centsa 
pound. In such a case a duty of 100 per cent 
would have flooded the country with foreign 
wool and would have been inadequate to pro- 
tect the industry. 

Mr. McCumber spoke strongly in favor of 
the duties recommended by the committee. 
He reviewed conditions in North Dakota 
when under thé Wilson bill wool was admit- 
ted free of duty. He declared that the duties 
providefl by the bill were not too high. 

When a motion for the adjournment was 
made by Mr. Aldrich Senator Clay of Georgia 
earnestly insisted that the senate should pro- 
ceed with its night session, and as his repeat- 
ed efforts to discuss that proposition were 
declared to be out of orderhe addressed him- 
self to the presiding officer, Senator Keene of 
New Jersey. Saying that his refusal to order 
the yeas and nays on the motion was grossly 
in violation of parliamentary law and that he 
would discuss that matter tomorrow. 


SENATE COMMITTEE TO HEAR 
PLEAS FOR FREE PAPER PULP. 


Representatives of Publishers Will 
Ask That Duty Be Taken from 
Ground Wood Product. 


Washington, D\C., June 8.—Representa- 
tives of newspaper pwublishers, headed by 
John Norris, will be given a hearing tomor- 
row by the senate finance committee. The 
committee has taken no action on the ques- 
tion of wood pulp and print paper, and the 
differences of opinion in the senate have been 
so great that the outcome of a vote could not 
be foretold. 

The action of the house is regarded as the 
equivalent of free wood pulp and free paper. 
Paper manufacturers have insisted they 
would be driven out of business by the house 
provision and have demanded the continu- 
ance of the protection. Some senators were 
inclined to fix a rate of a ton on print 
paper, which is a $2 decrease from the pres- 
ent rate. When communicaf*d to the mem- 
bers of the Newspaper Publishers’ associa- 
tion this rate was declared unsatisfactory. 

On the questions of wood pulp and print 
paper, coal, oil, and hides the senate com- 
mittee has determined to canvass the senti- 


ment of the senate before taking recom- 


mendations. 

The amendments to the zinc paragraph 
are not satisfactory to the smelting concerns. 
and another change may be made. A hear- 
ing will be given also to the manufacturers 
of plate glass.

Mr, Lorimer claims to have arrived at no 
decision in the matter. He came to town 
too late to discuss things with the leaders 
today, but says he will see Speaker Cannon 
and others tomorrow and talk over his status 
for the remainder of the special session. 

“If I find that the Republican party needs 
my vote more in the house than it does in the 
senate,’’ said Mr. Lorimer, ‘‘I shall remain 
in the house until the tariff bill has been 
passed m what I have heard, I would 
not be surprised to find that the Republican 
majority in the house is narrower than it is 
in the senate.” 


Silent on Hides Tax. 

Mr. Lorimer made no.mention of the fact 
that he differs with Senator Cullom in regard 
to a tax on hides as something of a deterrent 
from entering the senatorial arena at pres- 
ent, nor did he dilate on the prospective 
fight of the small contingent in the house 
which voted for a tax on oil. He wasa mem- 
ber of the immortal forty which voted against 
free oil in the house and no doubt will find 
pressure exerted on him to aid that force in 
attempting to reverse the house's judgment 
during the remaining hours of the tariff 
struggle. 

After visiting his living quarters at the 
Young Men's Christian association he joined 
gome Chicago friends in a fish dinner at one 
of the local hotels and bothered himself no 
more during the evening about his coming 
senatorial career. 

Confident of Dolnanlt Revision. 

Mr. Lorimer said he was confident the 
Republican party would carry out its pledge 
in regard to a downward revision of the 
tariff.

This legislation will be additional to that 
which the president and his advisers have 
been considering with reference to the re- 
arrangement of the duties of the interstate 
commerce commission, the bureau of corpo- 
rations, and the department of justice. 


Wants Exclusive Judicial Power. 


As has heretofore been said, the president 
believes the commission shouki be relieved 
of its jurisdiction as an executive and direct- 
ing body and that its functions should be 
limited to a quasi judicjal investigation of 
complaints filed by individuals and made by 
a department of the government charged 
with the executive business of supervising 
the operation of railroads. 

The president has been made aware by 
shippers throughout the middle and far west 
ef the intense importance to them of the 
further extension of the so-called Hepburn 
act. Today he was informed by a delegation 
from the state of Washington that, in its 
judgment, one amendment which ought to be 
adopted should authorize an appeal to the 
courts by shippers dissatisfied with the rate 
fixed by the commission. The railroads have 
guch a right. 

The Washington delegation also urged that 
the interstate commerce commissioners be 
distributed about the country instead of re- 
maining in Washington. The advantage of 
such a policy, of course, would be to put 
the commissioners in closer touch with local 
conditions and enable a quicker and more 
eatisfactory settlement of questions arising 
between shippers and carriers. A plan of 
this character was submitted to the commis- 
gion several years ago by B. F. Yoakum of 
the Rock Island and Frisco railroads, and 
it has recently been revived in connection 
with the reorganization of the commission’s 
work which the president has had in mind. 


President Has Not Changed Mind. 

The president will give consideration to the 
proposals of the Washington delegation, but 
he has pretty well made up his mind as to 
what recommendations he will submit to con- 
gress. 

During the campaign which he made for 
the nomination and his election Mr. Taft 
spoke frequently in regard to the railroad 
situation and gave the country a pretty good 
idea of what his policy woul be. It is under- 
stood that reflection has not changed his 
views. He is firmly of the opinion that the 
making of a rate classification of merchan- 
dise for transportation is most important. 
If a rairoad is dissatisfied with an order 
made by the commission it is an easy matter 
for it to transfer the artiole affected to an- 
other class and thus change: the rate. It 
also is easy for discrimination between ship- 
pers to be practiced in this way. 

What the president wants is powdbagea 
in the commission to classify freight and to 
prescribe rules for a uniform classification 
by railroads. He does not believe the physi- 
cal valuation of railroads would settle the 
failroad problem, but it is clear in his mind 
that it would constitute the element in fixing 
@ reasonable rate. The interstate commerce 
commission now has the power to ascertain 
the physical value of a railroad property, but 
the machinery is not adequate, and Mr. Taft 
ronsequently wants it improved. 


Little Railroad Opposition Expected. 
It is not likely that the above recommenda- 
ions will meet with much opposition from 
the railroads. It is confidently anticipated 
that congress will enact a measure setting 
forth these principles. The Republican 
"party is pledged to provide for government 
_ontro) oyer the future issues of railroad 
securities by. the platform adopted et the last 
Republican convention. 

President Taft fully reali#s that in order 
te determine whether the stocks and bonds 
to be issued have proper security behind them 
the interstate commerce commission must 
first be informed as to the full value of a 
railroad, including all of its tangible prop- 
erty. Consequently both of these proposi- 

. ions will have to be considered together. 

The president is emphatically against the 
idea of a one man control of the railroad 
Bituation of the United States. He has no 
ebjection to combinations of capital, but he 
ls opposed to a condition which puts. the 
prosperity of millions of people in the hands 
efone man. If his recommendations are 
adopted it will be necessary for the Hafrri- 
an and Union Pacific interests to divest 
themselves of stock they hold in the South- 
ém Pacific and other competing lines. The 
Same policy will have to be pursued by the 
New York Central, Pennsylvania, and other 
Properties which have been pursuing the 
Same course as Mr. Harriman.

Sugar Refining company agreed tonight to 
pay in settlement of the suit brought against 
it by the Pennsylvania Sugar Refining com- 
pany under the Sherman anti-trust act. 

The suit was brought to recover $30,000.- 

, being the triple damages allowed by 
the statute on the charge that the sugar 
trust, its counse!l, John E. Parsons, and Gus- 
tav Kissel, a broker, had conepired to wreck 
the Pennsylvania company through the me- 
dium of a well concealed laan deal. The 
case has been on frial before Judge Holt in 
the United States district court for two 
weeks, but was stopped suddenly today, 
when the lawyers got together for a final 
settlement of negotiations, which, it was 
learned, had been on for some time. 

This settlement of the Pennsylvania Sugar 
Refining company’s suit comes immediately 
on top of the payment by the sugar trust to 
the United States government of $2,000,000 
in cash as the amount out of which the 
United States had been cheated through the 
use of fraudulent scales in the sugar weigh- 
ing piers in Brooklyn. 


Compromise Offered Long Ago. 

It appears now that negotiations for a set- 
tlement have been going on during nearly 
the entire pendency of the trial before Judge 
Holt. The defense, which summoned to its 
rescue John G. Johnson of Philadelphia, John 
G. Milburn, Henry W. Taft, William D. Guth- 
rie, and H. B. Closson, among other legal tal- 
ent, began some time ago with an offer to re- 
turn the securities which went up as collat- 
eral to the loan, thus restoring the plant to 
its own security holders, and to pay in addi- 


tion $750,000, besides canceling the loan it- 


self. 

This offer was refused because the cash 
consideration was deemed far too small and 
because it carried with it a stipulation that 
a suit which the Real Estate trust had 
brought against Kissel individually also 
should be included in the settlement. The 
| figure remained at $750,000 until Judge Holt, 

following the close of the presentation of 
testimony today, denied a motion to dismiss 
the complaint and declared that the evidence 
which‘stood uncontradicted must go before 
the jury. 

This left the defense in a dangerous posi- 
tion, for the jury, under the Sherman act, 
might fix the damages at any sum it chose 
up to the maximum of $10,000,000 claimed, 
and then the sugar trust would be mulcted 
three times the amount so fixed under the 
triple penalty clause in the act. 


Kissel Settlement Comes Later. j 
So the conferences again were taken up 
and early in the evening the terms of the set- 
tleenent were reached on the understanding 
that the matter relating to Mr. Kissel per- 
sonally will be taken up latepand negotiated 
in connection with the final adjustment.

The first step to this end will be the unseat- 
ing of Kisseh and his four dummy directors 
in the board of the Pennsylyania Sugar Re- 
fining company, and the election of men to 
succeed them who will represent the stock- 
holders of the concern.

Many in the party saw seals for the first 
time today, two being trapped. They were 
first shot by a guard who protects the trapped 
fish from piratical men as well as seals and 
sea lions. 

The cannery of the Pacific American Fish- 
erfes company was next visited, completing 
the inspection of the salmon industries from 
the trap to the cans. The visitors were im- 
pressed with the dexterity of the Chinese 
laborers, who are used almost exclusively.

‘Attendants Before Following

Joliet, Ill., June 8.—[Special.]—A supposed 
conspiracy on the part of a large number of 
convicts at the state penitentiary here to 
make a break for liberty just after the noon 
hour today was frustrated by the guards, 
who refused to fall into the trap arranged. 
August Vatter, one of the convicts belong- 
ing to the quarry gang, is believed to have 
been one of the leaders. 

Just as the long double line of 150 men had 
left the prison gates on the east side of the 
Lockport road and was marching across to 
the state stone quarry, two electric cars, one 
going north and the other south, camealong. 

Vatter suddenly dashed from the line in 
front of the south bound car and got into a 
direct line with it, so that the guards could 
not shoot without taking a chance of hit- 
ting the passengers. : 


Hludes Guards, but Is Captured. 

The gang was in charge of ten guards and 
Vatter evidently expected several of these to 
start after him. Instead they marched the 
prisoners to the quarry and got them inside 
before beginning the pursuit. The fleeing 
convict had a good start by this time and 
made for the woods northeast of the peni- 
tentiary. 

A rain of lead from the rifles of the guards 
was sent after him, but the only bullet that 
took effect was one through his right hand. 
A posse of men started in pursuit, but Vat- 
ter succeeded in getting out of sight. He 
kept on toward Lockport and tried to hide 
near the Finch farm, where he was discov- 
ered and captured two hours after he had 
made the break for liberty.

HERESY HUNTING. 

The Baptist church, so called, is a 
poor place for heresy hunters. There is 
no such thing as “the Baptist. church.” 
In organizations of that denomination the 
separatist principle is carried out to its 
last analysis. Bach body of believers is 
sufficient unto itself. No othe®.one can, 
call its acts in question. There.is no gen- 
eral convention to determine creed oF 
swing nonconformists into line, There is 
no creed to which é¢very member must 
subscribe. Instead there is absolute free- 
dom and religious lfberty in the broadest 
meaning of that term. | 

There can be ho judgment, therefore, 
where there is no provision for judges. 
The individual Baptist belongs to a given 
“church.” It is for that body and for 
none other to say whether he is to remain 
in good standing or not. As long as its 
members believe in thé individual as an 
honest and sincere seeker after truti 
who lives hisy life as an upright citizen, 
and in his #7 walk commends himself 
as a faithful man among men, his place 
in the local body is secure. Whatever 
strength the Baptists as a people hare 
been able to gain among the great com-. 
pany of° Protestants has largely come 
from their adherence to the ideas of re- 
ligious liberty for which the founders of 
the denomination fought and suffered. 

The University of Chicago is not a 
Baptist institution. Its charter expressly 
declares that no test or particular re- 
ligious profession shall be held as requi- 
site to election to the faculty, to admis- 
sion to the student body, or to the recep- 
tion of any honors it may have to be 
stow. Only as to ite president and to a 
certain proportion of its trustees is there 
a limitation. Founded upon this broad 
basis of religious liberty it has grown 
strong in an era when “academic free- 
dom” has become the slogan everywhere, 
Its teachers and the widening constitu- 
‘ency Which sends its sons and daughters, 
'6,000 a year, to the institution have 
jearned to esteem this freedom as a thing 
to be cherished and encouraged. 

Few courses of study are required. 
The elective principle obtains except. fo? 
fundamental. courses in mathematics, in 
languages, in science. No one is forced to 
sit at the feet of any instructor. Bach 
of the men ih the faculty tries to present 
‘the truth as it appeals te him. If his 
conception of «truth is correct it will sur- 
rvive attack. If it is wrong it will quickly 
pass from view. No demand from outside 
that a professor be remdved - is likely to 
"find supporters under such circumstances. 
The University of Chicago, like “the 
Baptist church,” is a pote field. for the 
heresy hunter.

Said Secretary MacVeagh to the Com- 
mercial club: “ There is every Treason to 
hope that these present years will see 
the hitherto ' almost hopeless settlement 
of the banking and currency queStions 
an accomplished fact.”

Although the need of comprehensive 
legislation has been apparent for many 
years there would be no hope of it during 
these present years if it had not been 
for several! startling features of the panic 
of 1907. They opened the eyes of busi- 
ness men who had hitherto taken com- 
paratively little interest in the question 
to the fact that something ought to be 
done. They had previously taken only a 
languid interest in the discussions of 
bankers and other men who were eloquent 
about the currency. Now they are con- 
vineed that something is wrong and ask 
that it be set right before the time shall 
come for another panic. So they look 
“to this congress or the next one for 
remedial legislation. 

Probably little Gan be expected of this 
congress. It will not take up the sub- 
ject until it shall have received the report 
of the monetary commission. There is 
hope that it will elaborate a plan which 
will commend ftself to the business and 
banking interests of the country. No 
sensible plan which it could submit would 
fail to meet the unreasoning opposition of 
those who believe or say they believe that 
the financial system which has grown 
up in the United States is the best the 
wit of man could devise. Nor can the 
commission frame a measure that will 
command the support of all who are or 
who profess to be financial experts. The 
best that can be hoped for is the approval 
of a decided majority of them. Such a 
measure will be supported by the business 
interests of the country, which will not 
forget the tribulations of 1907. That 
will insure its ultimate adoption by con- 
gress.

Two ambassadors om” great powers who 
have just retired rather hurriedly and who 
have already left Stamboul are now known 
to have been drawing a regular allowance 
fromthe sultan to the tune of $10,000 a 
month aplece; that is to say, an amount 
considerably superior to the pay and emolu- 
ments which they received from their re- 
spective governments. It is not astonishing 
that under the circumstances the interests 
of the government and the people whom they 
represented were sacrificed in almost every 
instance to the sultan. 

Another distinguished foreign ambassador 
refused with indignation any money bribe, 
although in straitened circumstances. But 
he made no secret of his passion for valua- 
ble bric-A-brac and curios. These were lav- 
ished upon him by the sultan and by the 
members of the latter's household with the 
most generous hand, and when at length he 
was transferred to a post of less importance, 
prior to superannuation, he sojd all! his col- 
lection for a sum which should render him 
comfortable in his retirement. 

The smaller fry of the embassies were 
easier game, and only the chief permanent 
officials of the various foreign offices in for- 
éign capitals could convey any idea of the 
large number of secretaries and attachés 
who have éither had to be shelved because 
jof dishonesty or else who have demanded 
and obtained a transfer in order to escape 
from a position rendered impossible by the 
conflict of their duties to their government 
on the one hand and on the other their pe- 
cunlary obligations to the padishah, or else 
the terrorism which he was able to exercise 
over them in connection with threats of reve- 
lation of indiscretions and shortcomings of 
one kind and another.

During the reign of Viceroy Said of Egypt 
and of his nephew and successor, Khedive 
Ismail, a similar condition of affairs existed 
at Cairo. In one instance the recipient of a 
handsome .allowance from’ Khedive Ismail 
was not the representative in person of one 
of the Eurepean great powers but his wife 
Another envoy of a great power had been 
dishonest enough to mortgage some prop- 
erty for a second time without int!imating to 
the second mortgagee the existence of the 
first mortgage. 

The second mortgagee was one of Khedive 
Ismail’s agents, and naturally with this evi- 
dence of the envoy's dishonesty in his hands 
the minister and diplomatic agent was the 
humble servant of the effendina and blindly 
subservient to his wishes. Many a foreign 
diplomat was enriched in those days, some- 
times directly and sometimes indirectly, by 
Khedive Ismall, and those who remained 
honest were looked upon as cranks and fools. 
The real fools, however, were thése who 
placed themselves in the power of an un- 
scrupulous oriental ruler, blind to the fact 
that sooner or later their lapses from the 
path of honor and duty were bound to be- 
come known.

VISITING NURSES RETAINED 
DESPITE DEFICIT OF $3,000. 


Association Hopes to Co-operate with 
United Charities and to Cover Loss 
with Donations. 


The Visiting Nurse association of Chicago 
has undertaken to face a prospective deficit 
of $3,000 in carrying on its work on the pres- 
ent scale during the ensuing year. At the 
June meeting the directors decided not to 
cut down the staff. 

In May the district nurses made 1,270 
visits on 2.410 patients. The school nurses 
visited 5.602 schools and treated 79,180 pupils 
at school and at their homes. 

“Our unusually low bank balance was 
accounted for by three obvious causes,”’ said 
Fleanor F. Tenney yesterday. “ First, a 
scale of nurses’ salaries increasing accord 
ing to length of service has been established. 
Second. two nurses supported by former resi- 
dents of Chicago have been abandoned and 
are being supported from the genera! fund. 
Third, the administration of the school nurses 
done foxy the departrhent of health has added 
largely to current expenses. 

Miss Tenney declared the staff would be 
maintained to take advantage of the unusual 
opportunities for codperation with the 
United Charities in a crusade against sum- 
mer epidemics and with the hope of receiving 
donations.

The off day also developed the fact that 
Manager Sullivan is likely. to lose one of his 
pitchers when the team leaves here, the de- 
serter from the ranks being none other than 
Bill Burns, the former Senator, secured ‘in 
exchange for three White Sox. 
Burns threatens to jump the Sox and cast 
his lot with the outlaw California State 
league, all on account of a dispute over a 
board bill here which Secretary Fredericks 
refuses to pay and which Burns says will 
terminate his career as a south side pitcher 
if he is compelled to pay it. He won't jump 
the board bill but will the club, he says. 
When Burns left the Sox itn Philadelphia 
to come here two days ahead of the rest of 
the team on account of a lame arm which 
made it impossible to use him against the 
Athletics he ducked the Arlington, which is 
the hostelry used by all visiting ball clubs, 
and put up at the Dewey, a residence hotel 
where Bill used to live when a Senator and 
where half a dozen of his former team mates 
reside during the ball season. 


Burns Won’t Join Sox. 

That probably would have been al} right, 
but when the rest of the Sox arrived Sunday 
night Burns declined to join them, but remained 
at the hotel of his choice. As ball clubs do not 
permit their hired men to select their boarding 
houses while on the road, but contract with.certain 
hotels to provide for all their men, not part of 
them, with bed and board during their stay in each 
city, Burhs ran foul of al! precedent, and when 
asked by Manager Sullivan if he was not going to 
move over to the Sox hotel he was informed that 
the club would not pay his keep at the Dewey but 
would do so at the Arlington. Whereupon Burns 
allowed the club would pay his bill where he was 
stopping or he would remain there as long as it 
sulted him at his own expenee. 
There the matter rests and if the pitcher sticks 
to his determination the Sox will leave for N«# 
York Thursday night without him. He already 
says he fs in touch with the California league and 
would not at all mind going back to the glorious 
climate out there, which cannot be any worse 
than that encountered by the White Sox this year 
if all that is sald by nonresidents of the native son 
state is true and then some. 
The same rule relating to ball players on the 
road was responsible for Frank. Smith's desertion 
of the Sox a year ago last spring. While out on 
a training trip the Pittsburg Sandow didn’t like one 
of the hotels at which the Sox put up and quit the 
club on that account, but rejoined it in a couple of 
days and still ts looking for his $7. While 
it would have been a bit unusual, Secretary Fred- 

ickea undoubtedly would have settled Burns’ ac- 
cbunt at the Dewey for two days he was In this city 
in advance of the Sox. but after their arrival the 
player, he claims, belonged with his teammates, 
otherwise if exception’ were.made. it would be but 
a short time before all the players would select 
their own quarters in each city and all club dis- 
cipline would be disregarded 
Manager Sullivan planned to pitch Burns against 
Washington today, but will not use him tomorrow 
under the circumstances, as he would not be in- 
clined to overexert himself while feeling grouchy 
toward the club owner and management 
Harry Sutor, another California southpaw. prob- 
ably will be Sullivan’s choice, although he may 
pick out Doc White. Sutor has not yet started a 
league game, but has finished several in good shape 
and is eager to get a real tryout. 


May Play in Bridgeport.

{sY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNG. ] 
HAMILTON, Bermuda, June 8.—Dr. Will- 
jam L. Baum’s schooner yacht Amorita of 
Chicago was the first of the racing fleet to 
reach the finishing line off St. Dayid’s Head. 
It had sailed a wonderful race from New 
York, breaking all records and showing won- 
derful speed under conditions that were fa- 
yorable to fast sailing. 
Just 12 minutes and 57 seconds astern of 
Amorita was Margaret, owned by George 8S. 
Runk. Being a smaller boat, shorter on the 
water line, and having less sail area to drive 
it, it had done even better than Amorita. 
Amorita is 99 feet long and Margaret is 93 
feet. On time allowance for this race Amor- 
jta allowed Margaret 4 hours and 30 minutes, 
making Margaret winner of the race. 
Crusader IL., owned by Hdwin Palmer and 
gailed by Capt. Charles Barr, was third to 
finish. It was nearly 46 minutes astern Mar- 
garet, and, being allowed 1 hour and 30 min- 


» utes by Amoritd, was placed second to Mar- 


garet. 


Yachts Before Good Wind. 

The race was a remarkable one. The yachts 
were in sight of one another for a long part 
of the 670 mile journey. They sailed most of the 
way in half a gale of wind, which blew from the 
northeast, sending the racers on their way so fast 
that the time they made is really wonderful. Am- 
orita, according to her log, averaged 12 knots for 
more than seven hours, and in four hours it sailed 
fifty-four nautical miles, which is an average of 
18.5 nautical miles an hour. This for a vessel 


' only TO feet long on the waterline is wonderfully 


fast sailing. The best daily run of twenty-four 
hours was made by Margaret. From noon on Sun- 
day to noon oh Monday it ran 257 miles. The 
Amorita has the next best record, 254 miles, and 
the Crusader II. ran 2338. 

It was about 2 o'clock when the lookout in the 
lighthotse on St. Davids’ Head picked up two 
sailing craft to the northwest. They were head- 
ing toward the light, but it was a long time before 
the yachts could be made out. As they drew near 
their numbers could be distinguished. Amorita 
was thé leading boat. Just astern of Amorita was 
Margaret and the third boat was Crusader II. 


Amorita Crosses Line. 


The second boat was slowly gaining on Amorita, 
and for a time it was thought it- was to have the 
distinction of crossing the line first, but Amorita’s 
skipper succeeded in keeping his boat in front, and 
at 4:19:15 it swept across the line and was saluted 
with cheers from every craft that had gathered 
at the finish arid by guns. Amorita swept on 
towards the harbor and was barely clear of the 
line when Margaret crossed... This was at 4:21:12. 
Crusader Il.-erossed the line at 5:07. When the 
yachts reached their moorings committees from 
the local yacht cltib visited and made the crews 
welcome. © 

The yachtsmen told the story of the race when 
they reached the Royal Hamilton Yacht club, and 
the stories they told showed the race to be one 
of the most remarkable ever sailed. 

Amorita took the , lead, passing Crusader II. 
Saturday afternoon, but later in the day Crusader 
again took the lead, and during a hard blow Sun- 
day Amorita could be seen astern the er. 


Battle All the Way. 
Amorite and Margaret Crusader again 
late Monday and then held the lead to the finish, 
he two battling for every inch of water over which 
‘Snes sailed.

~ COCAINE IN JAIL 


Visitor Surprised by Guard 
and Fined $1 and Costs 
After Hearing. 


‘DRUGS FOUND IN. CELL. 


Alleged Distributer Refuses to 
Reveal Source of Supply and 
Is Shut Up Alone. 


‘A visitor who was comate smuggling co- 
caine into the county jail was fined $1 and 
costs yesterday, and in a resulting search of 
the cells a tobacco pouch of cocaine and 
twelve papers of morphine were found on @ 
prisoner. 

Roy Casey, 22 years old, called in the after- 
noon to see Frank Bartell, 19 years old, a 
friend who is serving a light sentence for as- 
sault. While they were talking at the vis- 
itors’ cage Guard John Gay stepped out of 
sight, but returned unnoticed in time to see 
Casey slip a brass tube through the grating 
and blow through it several papers of co- 
caine. 


Taken at Once Into Court. 

Gay at once intervened and summoned 
Jailer Davies, who had Casey arraigned im- 
mediately before Municipal Judge Foster. 

“I knew Bartell used the dope,”’ said Casey 
in court, ‘‘ and I wanted to help him out. We 
have been friends since we were boys, I 
never have done such a thing before and I 
never will doit again.’’ 

Jailer Davies said he did not want a heavy 
fine imposed and the judge let Casey off with 
a light punishment. 

On his return to the jail Davies ordered the 
guards to search every prisoner. 


Drugs Found on Prisoner. 

Nothing was found until they reached the 
cell of Jenkins Parker, a negro, who is ac- 
cused of killing Thomas Ford, another 
negro, in a “ levee’ brawl. The pouch of 
cocaine and the papers of morphine were 
taken from his pockets. 

It is believed that some one has been smug- 
giing the drugs to Parker and that he has 

| been supplying the other prisoners who are 
'wictims of the habit. 

When taken to the jailer’s office, however, 
Parker refused to tell when or how he had 
received the drugs, and he was ordered to 
another cell in solitary confinement. He will
